Subject: — Licensing of Artsilk yarn, A rtsilk fabrics, etc., under the Export 
Promotion Scheme—definition of ‘sarees’. 

No. 34-ITC(PN)/58. —Attention of importers is invited to para. 2 of Appendix 
XLII in Section III to the Red Book for April—September 1958 period which lays 
down the basis of export of artsilk goods under the Export Promotion Scheme. 

(2) For purposes of export of Indian artsilk sarees under the Export Promotion 
Scheme, the terms ‘sarees' is defined as under: — 

“Any type of grey, bleached, dyed or printed fabric of plain weave which— 

(i) has a width ranging between 33" and 52"; 

(ii) has coloured woven, printed or embroidered border or borders; 

(iil) has coloured woven, printed or embroidered heading or headings; 

(iv) is in lengths ranging between 5 yards and B yards; and 

(v) which is commonly known by that name.” 

Subject: — Import policy for Sodium tripolyphosphate, tetra sodium pyrophosphate 
and other polyphosphates of sodium (S. No. 22(b)/V during April— 
September, 1958 period. 

No. 35-ITC(PN)/53. —Attention of importers is invited to the import policy 
for chemicals n.o.s. [S. No. 22(8)/V} detailed in Appendix XXVIII of the Red 
Book for April—September, 1958 period. 

(2) On a review of the position it has been decided that Sodium tripoly- 
phosphate, tetra sodium pyrophosphate and other polyphosphates of sodium may 
be deemed to have been included at the appropriate places in the list of banned 
items (List II of Appendix XXVIII) of the current Red B.ook. 
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
